WESTERN OKLAHOMA 
M O OF REPUDLICANISM 


PIPE LINE TO GULF FOR 
THE TERRITORY PRODUCT 


Washington, Nov. I.-Pittsburgcap­ 
italists have received the approval of 
Secretary Hitchcock of their plan to 
construct an independent pipe line to 
convey oil from Bartlesville, I. T., to 
Port Arthur, Texas. The line will be 
about 500 miles long and will cost $5,- 
000,000. The Secretary of the Interior 
will give his official approval to the 
scheme as soon as all the details are 
worked out. He stands ready also to 
grant necessary right of way through 
government land. 
Secretary Hitchcock declines to make 
public the names of the people behind 
the enterprise, but says they already 
have a refinery at Port Arthur. 
The first plan was to refine 16,000 
barrels of oil per day and in order to do 
this they proposed to lay an eight-inch 
pipe to the oil fields. Mr. Hitchcock 
thought this would be entirely to small 
and urged that they lay two eight-inch 
pipes or a sixteen-inch pipe. Other 
officials of the department also ex­ 
pressed the opinion that there is enough i 
oil in the Territory ready to start to- J 
ward Port Arthur to fill a sixteen-inch

pipe. 
It is predicted that the new line will 
cause a jump in the price of oil from 
35c a barrel to $1 a barrel of the crude 
product. 
Secretary Hitchcock says the pipe 
line monopoly has the oil industry of 
the Indinn Territory by the throat. He 
would welcome the independent line. 
It is asserted that the crude oil from 
the ’Barritory fields better serves the 
purchases of the Port Arthur refinery 
than that from the Texas fields. 
This 
is an additional reason for wanting to 
break the monopoly. Many previous 
plans have been vetoed by the Interior 
Department and the fact that the pres­ 
ent arrangements [have now the hearty 
approval of Secretary Hitchcock, it is 
believed, makes its success certain. 
Only the introduction of some new ele­ 
ment that the department can not ap­ 
prove could result in failure.

Woodward, Okla., Nov. I Western 
Oklahoma will this year offer some sur­ 
prises in the political line. 
More than 
any other portion of the new state, 
perhaps, western Oklahoma has a large 
independent vote. Beaver and Wood­ 
ward counties have for local reasons, 
appreciated here, given majorities to 
the republican candidates for congress; 
but while they have done this they 
have elected democrats to county offices. 
Basing their estimate upon the vote 
for delegate to congress, the districting 
board created five districts from the 
two counties of Beaver and Woodward. 
The result will be that two of these 
five will be represented in the constitu­ 
tional convention, while in another the 
Woodward district, the democrat stands 
the best chance in a close contest. 
The population of these two counties 
has increased very greatly during the 
past two or three years—more than 
doubled. This new vote will be the 
determining factor. Adjoining Texas 
and KKansas it is quite reasonable to 
suppose that it will be rather evenly 
divided; but the democrats are confi­ 
dent that they have the advantage. In 
previous elections there has been a 


large stay-at-home vote, which will 
probably be out when so important an 
issue as a state constitution is at stake, 
and most of this stay-at-home vote has 
been of the democratic faith. They 
have remained away from the polls be­ 
cause they have been told that to se­ 
cure favors from a republican congress 
the delegate must be a republican, and 
that it was not otherwise a party fight. 
But with the advent of self-govern­ 
ment this aspect of Oklahoma politics 
has changed, and the republicans, who 
have been in position to reap all the 
advantages of such argument, suddenly 
find the tables turned. They will lose 
heavily by the return of a large body 
of democratic voters to the party align­ 
ment, all over northwest Oklahoma.
